2) Please try to provide me with all of the necessary information. 
I get many requests that simply state that you are opening a game of 
•so and so' and you don't tell me anything else. I need the GM, the 
players names and country assignments, the 'zine (if any), etc. If you 
are unsure of what I need please ask me . 

The past records of the MNC are now as complete as I can get them 
based upon the information available to me. I was amazed when I took 
over this job that no past records were kept. The BNC has a book that 
contains records of the Boardman Numbers since they began. The Miller 
numbers had NOTHING except the back issues of Lord of Hosts ! To remedy 
this situation I have compiled a book like the BNC has with a record of 
all past issued numbers that I'm aware of. I'm hopeful that this book 
will become a permanant part of The Miller numbers. My records go back 
to 1974 and are reasonably complete to the present. The main exception 
is the year of 1977. There seems to be no record of games for that year 
except for some European ones. Can anyone help me with this ?
